why the sm aller towns of South­ 
ern California, especially those 
that do not have any defense fac­ 
tories, shouldn't be as safe from 
Japanese bombings as any place 
in the nation. 
The Japs are ruthless and cun­ 
ning, but they aren ’t crazy. They 
may be able to bring an airplane 
carrier 
5,000 
miles 
across the 
ocean, close enough to our coast 
to send planes out in an attem pt 
to bomb airplane factories, h a r­ 
bor entrances and fortifications, 
but surely 
they 
w ouldn’t fly a 
hundred miles farther, over the 
more populous areas, just to drop 
a few bombs here. T heir bombs 
are too expensive for that. So the 
people of Palm 
Springs have 
every reason to feel perfectly se­ 
cure. 
So 
far 
there 
have 
b e e n 
no bombings on our m ainland, 
but we need not be surprised if 
the Japanese attem pt to drop a 
few on our defense cities near 
the coast, not because they e x ­

but to upset the m orale of the 
people.

This ordinance is an em er­ 
gency one and can become effec­ 
tive on second reading in f i v e 
days. T hus it w ill be placed in 
effect w hen the city council holds 
its next m eeting next W ednesday 
evening a t 7:30 o’clock. 


Reactions Typical 


V illagers 
w ere 
engrossed

th eir various affairs at noon Sun­ 
day w hen first w ord of the w ar's 
start cam e to them . 
Reaction 
probably was typical of that of 
every other city, large or small 
in the country. B ut Palm Springs 
probably was quicker to respond 
than m ost other communities. 
F irst w ord C aptain Lienau of 
th e State G uard had of the out­ 
break of hostilities in the Pacific 
w as a call from Fire C hief Bill 
Leonesio.

Quick Turn-out 


C aptain 
Lienau 
im m ediately1 
called his men. A pproxim ately 50 
o f the 61 m em bers w ere on the 
spot w ithin a few minutes.

guard com m ander then contact­ 
ed M ayor Phil Boyd and the city 
head asked that guardsm en 
be 
placed at the city’s reservoirs and 
other places. M ayor Boyd then 
w ired G overnor Olson for per­ 
m ission to utilize the services of 
th e G uard and received word that

D onovan, 
head 
of

G uard, inform ing him the local 
com pany was being placed at his 
call at any time, but entirely on 
on a voluntary basis.

Presented December 21 by Waikiki 


For villagers who have heard and read of these occasions and 
those who actually have enjoyed them, there is promise of real 
gastronomic enjoyment as well as entertainment pleasure in an­ 
nouncement by Joe Felix, manager of the Waikiki, that this pleasing 
dining and cocktail place will present a genuine Hawaiian Luau on 
Sunday, December 21 at 1:30 o'clock. 


HER DANCES STOP THE SHOW 


The Luau is an Hawaiian feast. 
Felix, who spent many years in 
Hawaii, really knows what it’s 
about.

In G erm any it 
is often selected for engagem ent 
and friendship rings, because of 
the belief th at should the w earer 
be unfaithful the color of the gem 
w ill change. 
The most valued and desired 
color of Turquoise is the sky blue 
—the blue of th e cloudless sky 
on a clear day in autum n. This 
fine color comes from Persia and 
has long been the national gem 
of the Persians w here it is called 
“Piruzeh,” 
m eaning 
victorious. 
Am ericans are m ore fam iliar with 
the Turquoise from Arizona and 
Mexico which is usually more 
greenish in color and although 
greatly adm ired by m any p er­ 
sons is not as rare as th e fine 
Persian gem. 
Turquoise is especially becom­ 
ing to the blonde and its beauty 
is enhanced by being set in gold 
rath er than th e silver the In ­ 
dians use. For th e w om an born 
in December, rings, bracelets and 
clips of gold set w ith Turquoise 
and Coral 
(a com bination the 
Tibetans use w ith stunning ef­ 
fect and which enhances the col­ 
or of both gems) are especially 
beautiful. 
For 
the 
equestrian. 
Turquoise should be chosen be­ 
cause of the long cherished be­ 
lief th at this gem will protect 
both 
the horse 
and 
its rider 
against injury from a fall. 
This 
is the probable reason that fine 
M exican saddles and bridles are 
set w ith Turquoise. 
Poets 
have long 
sung the 
praises of the lovely Turquoise. 
In th e M erchant of Venice when 
Jessica m akes aw ay 
w ith her 
father’s Turquoise ring, Shylock 
cries out in distress that he would 
not have lost it for “a wilderness 
of m onkeys.” 
T he "Turquoise M atrix” espe­ 
cially adm ired by some people is 
cut “encabachon” to include por­ 
tions of the adjoining rock 
or 
“m other rock.” C are should 
be 
used in w earing Turquoise as it 
absorbs oils from the skin and 
slowly changes color. 
The color 
of the gem is due to copper which 
is a p art of its chemical composi­ 
tion.

The first exhibit of the Palm Springs Desert Museum, open to the 
public Tuesday morning, December 16th, will be a zoological survey 
of the Colorado and Mojave deserts with birds, mammals, reptiles, 
and insects on display. 
The exhibit, gathered from the collection of the University of 
California at Los Angeles and from various private collections, will 
incude both live and stuffed specimens. By studying it and asking 
questions of Sam D. Hinton, director of the Museum, one may learn 
much about the common varieties of bugs, lizards, and animals to be 
found in the vicinity of Palm Springs, and also about the rarer 
species which sometimes turn up here.

FACTS OF INTEREST 


Hinton has gathered together 
a great deal of interesting m ate­ 
rial about the various items on 
display. The lowly chuckaw alla 
for example, tu rn s out to be the 
t gourm et of its set. 
It eats only 
the most delicate blossoms, with 
a preference for a yellow sweet 
smelling desert 
flower, Bebbia 
guncea, which has been n a m e d 
Chuckawalla's Delight in the liz­ 
ard's honor. The chuckaw alla es­ 
capes danger by w hisking into a 
crevice of a rock and inflating his 
lungs so that it cannot be pulled 
out. 
Indians of this area, who 
used to enjoy chuckaw alla roast 
frequently, m anaged to foil this 
move, by poking the lizard with 
a sharp stick to let the air out. 


Live Specimens Displayed 
Among the live specimens on 
display arc a M ojave green ra t­ 
tlesnake which changed its skin 
just in tim e for the opening date 
and left its old skin inside out, 
intact even to the covering of 
th e eyes, the m iniature 
Yucca 
night lizard, king snakes, side­ 
winders, and a desert diamond 
back rattlesnake. O ther specimens 
include desert bats, the 
Little 
Brown crane found at Saltón Sea, 
owls, beetles, badgers, etc. 
The Museum w ill be open from 
te n until tw elve and front two 
until five Tuesdays through Sat­ 
urdays, from seven till nine W ed­ 
nesday evening, and from ten un­ 
til one on Sunday.
